THE  STORY  OF  THE  PLAY 

Abu  Hasan,  the  robber  chieftain,  enters  Bagdad  disguised  as  a Chinese  Mandarin,  visiting  Kasim 
Baba,  the  rich  miser.  Here  he  meets  Zahrat-al-Kulub,  the  desert  woman,  who  has  been  his  slave  for 
many  years,  secretly  sending  him  news  of  those  whom  he  can  rob  with  his  band  of  rorty  thieves.  As 
hostage,  he  holds  Zahrat’s  desert  lover  in  his  cave,  which  opens  only  by  means  of  an  amulet  containing 
a secret  word.  Through  Zahrat’s  information,  he  raids  the  slave  market.  Meanwhile  Ali  Baba  and 
his  son,  Nur-al-Huda,  discovers  the  robber’s  cave.  With^Marjanah,  they  escape  with  much  wealth; 
Ali  Baba  becomes  rich  and  woosAlcobn,  the  wife  of  the  miser  Kasim,  who  is  killed  in  the  robber’s 
cave.  Zahrat  foils  the  plans  of  Abu  Hasan,  and  the  robber  chief  meets  an  end  justly  deserved.
